ing committed to the Cuſtody of 
the Marſhal de Milleray. 

He made his eſcape from that 
Priſon, and riding poft to ſave 
himſelf, fell, and put his Arm out 
of joynt. There were ſome ſent 
after him; but having cauſed ſome 
of his Gentlemen to <ontinue 
riding in the ordinary Road , he 
deceived thoſe that purſued him, 
and kept himſelf concealed in a 
Barn, wbich he afterwards for- 
ſook, and travelled in By-ways.
